AMERICA A HOME OF ART. 


Official computations place at $50,000,- 
000 the value of the paintings, sculptures 
and other art objects which have been im­ 
ported into this country during the past 
two years, according to the Kansas City 
Journal. 
The estimate- proves that this 
country is rapidly becoming the treasure 
house of the world's art. 
From this point of view it is fortunate 
that the supply is virtually inexhaustible. 
Europe teems with the products of the 
brushes and chisels of the “old masters." 
An aggregate 
of 
$50,000,000 is a mere 
fraction of the value of what still remains 
on the other side of the ocean. 
But there is a significant downward 
trend in prices, which have been unconsci­ 
onably inflated for many years. Hundreds 
of thousands of dollars are paid for “mas­ 
terpieces" which were sold originally for 
the equivalent of a few hundreds. 
They 
are relatively “priceless," largely for the 
reason that they cannot be duplicated, their 
cieators having been dust these many gen­ 
erations. 
Compared with modern artistic stand­ 
ards, there is not one out of a hundred of 
them which would command on their mer­ 
its any such prices as they command from 
“collectors"—who are quite often duped 
by forgeries and copies. 
There is another side to the story. While 
hundreds of thousands of dollars are being 
paid for the works of the “old masters," 
the modern masters of this and every other 
country are being neglected. 
It is stated 
by an art authority that prices of the works 
of living artists of 
the 
first 
rank are 
steadily 
rising. 
Gainsborough's 
“Blue 
Eoy" sold for $500,000, and his “The Cot­ 
tage Door" for $300,000. 
Compared with these absurd prices, 
however, there is less reason to boast that 
American artists have sold their work for 
prices ranging from $15,000 to $75,000. 
Stuart is said to have received the latter 
figure for one of his canvases, while Inness, 
Homer and Fuller 
have 
received 
from 
$40,000 to $50,000, while numerous Ameri­ 
cans realize from $15,000 to $30,000 for 
their work. 
It is idle to say that the picture of any of 
the “old masters" is worth, as a work of 
art, ten times the prrduct of the best of 
America’s modern masters. 
A tithe of the huge aggregate paid for 
mported genius would have furnished an 
Incentive which 
would 
have built up an 
American school to proportions vastly more 
mpressive than those it has yet assumed. 
that is only one phase of the situation. The 
generosity of 
princely 
purchasers 
ha3 
nought the greatest treasures of the world 
o the doors of 
the 
humblest art lover, 
brough the medium of public and private 
irt galleries. 
But the issue still persists as to whether 
irt culture would not be immeasureably 
cstered by devoting a considerable per- 
entage of the sums spent for Old World 
rorks to the encouragement of American 
rtists, instead of compelling them to go 
broad for recognition 
or 
die in insane 
sylums in disappointment and poverty— 
rith, of course, the few exceptions not of 
onspicuous successes.

It is a noteworthy fact that well-educat­ 
ed women are thoroughly educated. 
The

than among men. 
Advancement of women in education is 
phenomenal.

TRANSLATING THE BIBLE*

It is not generally known that the Bible 
is now published in 770 different languages 
and dialects, and that the work of putting 
it into still more strange tongues is being 
rushed by committees of clerics in all parts 
of the world. The work of preparing trans­ 
lations for foreign countries is done with 
the utmost care and by the best scholars 
obtainable fop the task in hand. It is never 
done by one man, but by a committee, the 
idea being that discussions of mooted ques­ 
tions of meaning would eliminate many of 
the possibilities of vagueness in the trans­ 
lation. 
Many problems arise in this work be­ 
cause words used in the original meanings 
of the Bible are not to be found in all the 
770 languages and dialects into which it 
has been translated. For example, take the 
Eskimo language. 
In the circumstances, 
consider the difficulties of the translators 
when called upon to change into Eskimo 
the twenty-ninth verse of the first chapter 
of St. John, which reads: 
“The next day 
John seeth Jesus coming unto him, and 
saith, Behold 
the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world!" 
A prolonged debate ensued as to what 
word might be used for lamb, which was 
not in the Eskimo tongue, and it was finally 
decided that the nearest word to it w’as 
“baby seal."

ARROW ROCK, Mo., March 3.—A 
recent decision by the house of rep­ 
resentatives of the Missouri general 
assembly to engross a 
bill for 
the 
purchase, by the governor, of the 
Arrow Rock tavern and to give it 
into the custody of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, has cen­ 
tered statewide attention upon the 
old brick structure. 
Here, in the 
days of the prairie 
schooner, 
pio­ 
neers, plodding westward 
on 
the 
Santa Fe trail, stopped to slake their 
thirst, to eat and to rest before re­ 
suming the dusty journey. Here tour­ 
ists now' stop to refresh themselves 
and to view 
the 
historic 
exhibit 
maintained by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. The tavern is 
partially 
furnished 
with 
objects 
handed down from pioneer days. 
Arrow’ Rock Tavern wTas built on 
the Missouri river bluff in this vil­ 
lage, at which travelers crossed on 
a ferry, which is maintained to this 
day. 
Many of these travelers start­ 
ed at Old Franklin in Howard coun­ 
ty, not far distant, where the Santa 
Fe trail originated, 
according 
to 
Miss Elizabeth Gentry 
of 
Kansas 
City, a member of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, who has 
been prominent among those who 
have urged 
the 
purchase 
by 
the 
state of the old inn. 
Many persons 
whose names have been written in 
early history of the United States, 
tarried here, ad then 
whipped 
up 
their oxen to move on to Lexington 
and Westport (predecessor of Kan­ 
sas City) and j o on westward writh 
the “course of Empire.” 
The tavern remains in a setting 
not greatly changed 
since 
early 
days, when inhabitants 
of 
Arrow 
Rock looked forward to expansion 
of the town, situated so favorably 
upon the trail 
and 
the 
Missouri 
river. 
Arrow' Rock, how*ever, did 
not greatly expand.

souri Pacific railroad w’as built, it 
missed the tow'n and nipped at least 
for a time, its hopes.

It was already illegal, she 
pointed out, to sell liquor to those 
under 14, and her bill merely chang­ 
ed the age limit because it w’as gen­ 
erally recognized that people were 
still youths at 18. 
“A boy is a child up to 18,” Lady 
Astor declared. 
“ You men are chil­ 
dren, and we women love you be­ 
cause you are children.” 
She declared the bill was not in 
any sense her bill, as Lord Bryce had 
introduced it two years ago.

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Chapter 129.—Music Among the Greeks. 


Music held a big part in the life 
of the Greeks. 
Almost 
everybody 
knew something about playing an in­ 
strument of one kind or another. The 
harp was the favorite. 


A picture is shown of three Greek 
goddesses. They were called "Muses/* 
and from that name has come our 
word music. 
The Muses are playing 
some of the common stringed instru­ 
ments of olden Greece. 


Flutes were also widely used. The 
earliest flute was simply a hollow 
reed with holes cut in the side. The 
Greeks improved this simple flute. 
They made It out of more 
lasting 
materials, and often placed two or 
more together, with a single wooden 
mouthpiece. 
Flutes were usually played by hir­ 
ed musicians. 
It was thught to be a 
disgrace for members of “the better 
class" to play the flute. 
That was 
mainly because 
of the 
way 
the 
cheeks of the player bulged or sank. 
When boys in Athens became 
IS 
years of age, they received 
their 
first training in music. 
They learn­ 
ed to play the harp and recite poetry 
at the same time. 
They were also 
taught to sing in chorus. 
The boys 
had to behave 
themselves 
during 


practice. 
Listen to what a Greek 
writer says about that: 


“The boys from the same section 
of the town have to march thinly clad 
(though the snow’ be thick as meal) 
to the house of 
the 
harp 
master. 
There he will teach them a famous 
tune. 
If anyone acts silly, he gets 
a good thrashing.**
